He took the exam for 
police officer and scored 
well: When the list of eligi- 
ble candidates was re- 
leased his name wasn't on

When he inquired why he 
was told it was because of 
his “grip.” Jackson said 
throughout the testing 
process and medical exam- 
inations his grip was never 

tested or mentioned. « 

Jackson believes it was 
just an excuse to keep him 
out of the department. “At 
the time the department 
was only taking two blacks 
a year and the blacks 
selected that year were 
already known to the 
department.”

AS he was waiting to take 
the second exam he took 
anexam and qualified to be 
a tireman.

Jackson who has scored 
at the top of all the exams 
he has taken for depart- 
mental promotions regrets 
the fact that there is no 
exam for the position of 
police chief. The position is 
filled by appointment of 
Mayor Tom Moody. 

Jackson said, even if the 
department did require 
exams “they would have 
the ability to select one out 
of three,” he said. “It’s an 
exercise in futility. They 
can get who they want,” he 
said: 

He feejs in the event 
Burden should retire 
shortly, his chances of 
promotion are just as good 
as the other four deputy 
chiefs. He said Moody, “isa 
reasonably fair man based 
on that his chief of staff is 
black and so are two of his 
department heads.

Of the blacks seeking office 
statewide, there are but three. Virgil 
Brown, commissioner from Cuya- 
hoga County in Cleveland, is seek- 
ing secretary of state; James R. Wil- 
liams, an Akron attorney and former 
president of Aipha Phi Alpha Frater- 
nity Inc., is seeking state. treasurer; 
‘and Aaron Wheeler, a Cleveland 
businessman, is seeking U.S. 
Senate as an independent. 

Locally, Municipal Court Judge 
James Pearson is seeking the 
Common Pleas Court judgeship. 

Can-you support these people, or 
others, if you desire? If you are a 
registered voter, sure. Butif not, you 
still can, provided you register to 
vote between now and Monday, May 
10, 

You can register at any public 
library in the City and county. You 
can also register at the County 
Board of Election, 410S. High St., Gr 
call the board at 462-3100 to get a 
registration form. 

Whether we like it or not, laws will 

continue to be made and continue to 
be enforced. Whether they give us a 
fair chance or favor us will largely be 
decided by voters...and you can't 
vote if you aren't registered.

encounter between two of the Western worid’s 
most important leaders. 

The Reagan-Mitterrand summit was like- 
wise a meeting of two leaders who took office 
under remarkably similar circumstances. 
Both Presidents were élected a year ago after 
having campaigned on the promise of re mec 
ing productivity and creating new jobs. Both 
sharply criticized the foreign and domestic 
policies of their predecessors. Both defeated 
moderate incumbents by arguing that what 
was needed was a radical change of course in 
government. To some degree, both have felt 
the need to decentralize the siruptuey and 
functions of government. 


Here, however, the similarities end. For the 
recent summit of the French and American 
Presidents was a dialogue between two lead- 
ers whose approach to quite similar economic 
problems is based on fundamentally different 
assumptions. 

President Reagan's policies are based on a 
total faith in the functioning of the market sys- 
‘tem. For Reagan it is government intervention 
in the economy which has been responsible 
for high unemployment, a decline in produc- 
tivity, and inflation. In Mitterrand’s view, it is 
the government's failure to play a leading role 
in the econqmy which is at the root-of ‘his 
country's economic problems.

. The overall goal of the Mitterrand policies is 
to produce a growth rate of three percent. 
Most experts predict that in 1982 France will 
achieve at least the leyel of 2.5% growth, which 
would push it well- ahead of its European 
partners and the United States. 

As a result of the Reagan Administration's 
policies, Americans have seen a decline in the 
annual rate of inflation. However, this decline 
has been achieved at the cost of a recession, 
high unemployment, and industrial decline. 


” France continues to suffer from inflation. But 


under Mitterrand the inflation rate is no higher 
than it was under his more conservative prede- 
cessor. Moreover, France is in the midst of an 
impressive economic expansion. 


Next Step For Job Training -

make about the Administration's new job- . 


training proposal is that it may help provoke a 
national debate on a new and hopefully, better

Uncle Sam And Black. Employees rs 


By GERALD HORNE 


At this point it is no longer a revelation that 
the Reagan Administration has launched an 
all-out attack against blacks and black 
employment . Relaxation of affirmative action 
regulations, support for anti-busing legisia- 
tion, etc. all point in this direction. But with all 
this, the Administration is probably having its 
most devastating impact on employment of 
blacks within the federal government itself. 

Historically, blacks have received a better 
shake-and- more opportunities from the 
government than the private sector. 

Comes now the Reagan Administration 
elected on the basis of dismantling the federal 
government and returning authority back to 
the states. The hidden agenda, of course, is 
that lay-offs of federal employees in extraor- 
dinary numbers will ensue. 


This has begun to happen. The term for * 


these lay-offs is “reduction-in-force” (RIF) 
and already 44,000 jobs in the nation's capitol 
and elsewhere have been eliminated: 

Early returns show that those most recent! 
hired -- blacks -- are the disproportionate vic- 
tim of this RIF; at least 35% of those released 

* have been black. 

An inkling of the cutbacks came during ses- 
sions of the House Government Operations 
Subcommittee headed by Rep. Cardiss Col- 
lins (D.-111.) of the Congressional Bae Cau- 
cus. 

Key witness was Rep. Michael D. Barnes, 
chairman of the federal government Service 
Task Force, who reported that initial studies 
showed the gains of the ‘60s’ and ‘70s’ had 
been wiped out in agencies and departments 
for which there were figures.

But any final version of a job training pro- 
gram should include three vital elements -- it 
should:focus on the neediest of the disadvan- 
taged, it should have maximum participation 
by the community-based agencies that can 
effectively reach those in need of help, and it 
should be funded at a level commensurate 
with the problem. 

The program to be replaced, CETA, got an 
undeserved bad reputation through mudsling- 
ing attacks that tried to paint it as a leaf-raking 
haven for chiselers. That's the fate of most 
social programs. Whatever its failings, CETA,

He listed the civsing of the Community Ser- 
vice Administration, a major anti-poverty 
agency, as one that affected top heavy 
numbers of blacks. Hardest hit by the RIF’s 
have been blacks in professional grades. 
Black:skilled and highly educated employees 
accounted for 40% of the shakedown. 

Rep. Barnes testified that “while employees 
who have had their employment involuntarily 
terminated suffer the greatest hardship, other 
personnel actions such as downgrading” also. 
add to the chain reaction. Barnes said that 
30% of those downgraded in ares are 
black. 

At the same time that blacks are exiting the 
government in record numbers, the path of 
those seeking to enter the government has 
been blocked. The so-called PACE exam (Pro- 
fessional and Administrative Career Examina- 
tion) has been used for years to determine 
who receives professional and Career jobs at 
GS-5, GS-7, and GS-9 entry level for jobs like 
tax auditor, customs inspector, revenue 
officer, etc. 

Reaching a.sound settlement has been 
complicated by the Reagan Administration's 
reduction in the federal work force. Most likely 
the government will be filling only about 1,000 
PACE jobs from outside government in the 
next five years, the life of the consent degree, 
instead of the 10,000 positions some civil 
rights groups had counted on. 

One major prablem with the PACE exam 
has been that it is not job-related. To wit, ques- 
tions deal with such esoteric matters as which 
way water is sprayed on a rainy street when a 
car makes a turn. The relevance of such an 


_ inquiry to qualifying for a job as a Social 


Security adjuster is open to question.

While President Reagan has been drasti- 
cally cutting government spending for scien- 
tific and technological research, President 
Mitterrand has announced an ambitious pro- 
gram of government-funded research in elec- 
tronics, computer technology and energy. 
The French President recognizes that only 
those countries which spend money on 
science and education can hope to compete in 
an increasingly technological world. 

President Reagan's policies are based on a 
blind reliance on market forces and on 4 belief 
that government has no role to play in secur- 
ing social justice. President Mitterrand 
believes, that government must be an impor- 
tant partner in industrial growth and must 
strive to create a more just and humane 
society, asociety which is concerned about its 
poor and disadvantaged. 

_ France's socialist and social democratic 
leaders re eject the view that the only way to 
control inflation is to bring about a recession. 
One of President Mitterrand’s closest eco- 
nomic advisers tas stated that such an 
approach is “absurd. You can beat inflation 


No one can predict whether Mitterrand will 
succeed. However, if his policies result in 
economic growth and greater social justice 
for French workers, they will suggest an inter- 
esting model for a way out of the Reagan 
Administration's economic mess. Mitterrand'’s 
social democratic experiment may eventually 
provide some answers to developing a policy 
for combatting the high interest rates; reces- 
sion, and high unemployment which have 
gripped the United States.

‘The civil rights community's attack on the 
PACE test filustrates once again the age-old 
maxim of how the black struggle for progress 
benefits all workers; for blacks are not the only 
beneficiaries of instituting a test that is 
job-related. 

The Reagan Administration has been store- 
walling on the PACE settlement: At the same 
time it is ousting black employees through the 
back door via RIF, it is blocking their way 
through the front door by not acceding to 
reasonable demands concerning PACE.

There isa stretch of street, Maryland Ave., running east 
trom Sunbury Rd. to Nelson Rd. where new housing went 
‘up 20 years or more ago on the north side of the street. It 
almost immediately took on the slum picture of Indiffer- 
ence to appearance with slovern young couples some 
married and some not, but, in either case, had many little 
feet pattering around the house and out of doors. 

One had to wonder how one could get black folks to 
take care of their environment. It was a pitiful sight to note 


how black folk take care of nice things provided for usand - 


was only a discouragement to persons wanting to do for 


us. 

‘All this. was spelied out in appearance although the 

direct opposite was displayed in Poindexter Village that 
had been sitting on either side of Champion Ave. since 
1940 yet kept up public appearances pleasing to see. 
’ But the Maryland Ave. stretch has a brand new look 
telling that the developers have decided to take another 
chance. This writer has passed along the street over the 
last year and a half or so and noted from the renovation 
going on. . 

It was quickly noticed that the renovation work was 
being carried on by young white. crews--so prevalent a 
group in renovation work nowadays. They were at it along 

me but things began shaping up into an attractive 
appearance. : 


They had brought about a complete revamp of the _ 


‘street stretch into an attractive set of condominiums very 
inviting to occupy and they were occupied. That run down 
appearance of other times was gone. Houses are clean. 
Walks are white gray with newness of laying. The yards 
are grass Covered--everything was spic and span. 

There are areas for play pens and space for tots to enjoy 

-at play. Saw three very small children marching along in 
line counting out their steps but--they were staying on the 
walks. To be sure children DO NOT BELONG ON WALKS 
and are apt to run across any open space but those three 
tots spelled out something different. 

it seemed to me that their parents, maybe through the 
landlords urging, had impelled the tot to use the side- 
watke. Other tots were gathered in a playground enclo- 
sure of 80 and carrying on the business of play. . 

The old housing commons knew nothing like that_as 
time went on. Sidewalks just had no business getting in 
the way. The families did not know better or had never 
been used to keeping up appearances. 

It looked like they were of that tribe of indifferent house 
wives. and lazy huebands with: eambition: 
only enough get-up to sit before the TV with a bottle of 

liquor between the legs. What were the children or any- 
body else doing outside? Who cared? 

The Maryland Ave. stretch denotes the developers giv- 
ing the people another chance. Maybe they laid down 
some very strict rules about property care and, then, too, 
they may have become very selective in 'whotenants are 
to be: ae 


Poindexter Village has kept up a fairly fine look since it 
opened in 1940, but through the years, the project has 
been very selective in choosing tenants. The first plan to 
build it met with much ion because It was taking 
away from black folks, their homes where they had dwelt 
for so many years. : a 

Heartfelt thumping galore went out for those poor folks 
but the developers went right on building the village. Who 
nowadays think of that street being other than Poindexter 
Village? it has been that way more than 42 years and has 
stood as a model of blacks living comfortably under 
guided management. The walks have begun to wear a 

. little but repairs have been made, the years retain grass 
growths with no barren spots. There is no yard or street 
atretch with strewn trash and throw away bottles.

However,-questions such as “should | take it on an 
empty or full-stomach,” “with or without food,” “in what 
dosage,’ and “at what time of day,” can all be answered by 
a qualified physician. 

Although it is important to take liquids with most medi- 
Cations-(the liquid enables the medication to move from 
the stomach down to the small bowel where it is 
absorbed) the type of liquid, food, and when a drug is 
taken can contribute to or detract from the effectiveness 


of its properties.

Also keep in mind that combinations act differently on 
different people. Aspirin, for example, taken with a liquid 
containing caffeine, such as a soft drink, relieves a head-
